the denuded and worthless areas but 
productive areas upon which forest 
management may be at once profit- 
ably established. Prhate ownership 
at present is »hat might be called 
in a state of instability, in so far as 
the land Is concerned, because there 
is a tendency for the surplus or tim-

age enough to peep Into the box 
when the lid was open. Authorities 
at Bear Mountain were notified of 
the find and asked whether the snake 
was desired for the museum there.

Curtint Well I* One of 


British Isle*' Features 


St Elian's well, one of the few 


cursing wells in the British isles, 
flrew its profits from the curser 
and the cursed alike, according to 
ancient records at Colwyn Bay, 
Wales, reveals a writer in the Chi- 
cago Daily News 


In the old days people who had a 


grudge against someone came to 
the well, which is now filled up, 
and paid an old woman a fee to 
call down the saint's curse on an 
enemy. 


The old woman put the name of 


the cursed on a piece of lead and 
dropped it into the well, mumbling 
incantations the while. 


The person who had been cursed 


did not, however, need to worry 
All he had to do was to make a 
pilgrimage to the well himself and 
hire the old woman to remove the 
curse. 
This she did by saying 


prayers or psalms and drinking 
from the well. 
The site of the 


well is still pointed out to visitors 
at Colwyn Bay, for it is near this 
famous Welsh resort. 


Colwyn Bay is situated in a natu- 


ral crescent on the seashore, its 
houses built tier on tier up the sur-

British I*le«* Feature* 


St. Elian's well, one of the few 


cursing wells in the British isles, 
flrew its profits from the curser 
and the cursed alike, according to 
ancient records at Colwyn Bay, 
Wales, reveals a writer in the Chi- 
cago Daily News. 


In the old days people who had a 


grudge against someone came to 
the well, which is now filled up, 
and paid an old woman a fee to 
call down the saint's curse en an 
enemy. 


The old woman put the name of 


the cursed on a piece of lead and 
dropped it into the well, mumbling 
incantations the while. 


The person who had been cursed 


did not, however, need to "worry. 
All he had to do was to make a 
pilgrimage to the wpll himself and 
hire the old woman to remove the 
curse. 
This she did by saying 


prayers or psalms and drinking 
from the well. 
The site of the 


well is still pointed out to visitors' 
at Colwyn Bay, for it is near this 
famous Welsh resort. 


Colwyn Bay is situated in a natu- 


ral crescent on the seashore, its 
houses built tier on tier up the sur- 
rounding 
natural 
amphitheater. 


The promenade along the seaside 
is almost three miles long, while 
the surrounding region is one of] 
mountains and valleys, such as 
abound in all Wales. 


The Purchase in Kentucky 


What is known as the Purchase 


in Kentucky is that portion of Ken- 
tucky lying between the Tennessee 
and the Mississippi rivers now 
McCracken, 
Marshall, 
Hickman, 


Ballard. Fulton, Carlisle, Graves 
and Calloway, still claimed by the 
Chickasaw Indians in 1818. 
In 


October of that year the United 
States purchased the Chickasaw 
claims, a portion of which lay in 
Tennessee. The question of bound- 
ary between Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky then arose and was fixed by 
a commission in 1821. Ordinarily 
the counties are referred to only 
as "the Purchase." 
They are 


sometimes called the Jackson Pur- 
chase because of the activity of 
Andrew Jackson as commissioner 
with Isaac Shelby in their pur- 
chase.
